CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—Cashier Hering 
of the ye#ecked Milwaukee Avenue 


State Bank, after his arrest late yester- 
day afternoon, produced from a secret 
drawer in the bank the private record 
which President Stensland kept of race- 
track betting of astounding magnitude, 
‘carried on by himself and a coterie of 
his friends. 

The record shows that on one occa- 
sion the president and his friends risked 
$75,000 to $60,000 on a horse named Gen. 
Bragg. The animal won. There were 
many losings, however, to offset this 
big coup. 

“This shows,” said Hering,’ as he 
brought the book from its hiding place, 
“that I’m not the only fellow around 
here who ‘followed the ponies.’ ”’ 

The authorities are chary of reposing 
implicit confidence in Hering’s state- 
ment that he did not forge the names 
on certain notes, and in his insinuation 
by implication that Stensland did. 

The reason is this: For the last two 
or three years Stensland has not been 
physically perfect. His nerves have 
given him a lot of trouble and so poor 
has been his contro] of them that his 
hands have shaken as if he had the 
palsy. No wavering penman could do 
the high-grade forgery that has been 
going on. 

To-day Hering will be confronted with 
the crooked signatures and questioned 
point blank about each one. 

The actual: securing of money on bad 
paper was always put through at noon, 
when the paying tel'er was out at 
lunch. Then Hering would enter his 
cage, take the money and leave a debit 
slip on the hock. 

This is what happened on July 28. 
Hering admits that he took $1000 from 
the paying teller’s drawer, put the 
money in his pocket and put on the 
spindle a slip charging the suin to a 
mythical ‘“‘Umbrach.’’ No such person 
exists so far as is. known, and the 
transaction was aeplain case of embez- 
zlement. : 

In the case of the money borrowed 
by Stensland from the bank Hering 
said thit Stensiand had instructed him 
to make berwecn $700,000 and $900,000 in 
forged no‘es. signed chiefly with the 
names of prominent patrons of the 
bank. This, he said, he did, under 
Stensland’s specific direction. Also, at 
Stensland’s dictation, he cared for- these 


notes and credited interest on them 


from time to time. 
Hering Kept Forged Notes, 

He said he also was directed by Stens- 
land to keep them carefully away from 
the eyes of the note teller, in order that 
rotices shoul. not be sent to the bank 
patrons whose names were forged, and 


who wouid thus be apprised of the 


erie. 
‘Those who listened to Hering’s story 
were State Bank Examiner C. C. Jones, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Olson, 
Assistant State’s Attorney James Bar- 
bour, Assistant Superintendent of Po- 
lice Schuettler, Police Inspector Shippy, 
Attorney Joseph Weisenbach, represent- 
ing Receiver John C. Fetzer, and a 
squad of detectives. 
One of the investigators remarked 
that Stensland was a peculiar kind of 
a thief. He left $1,000,000 in his bank 
and other banks where he could have 
reached for it quickly had he been so 
inclined. At any rate, he could have 
put in his pocket just before he left 
about $200,000 in cash, and nobody would 
have been the wiser until he was far 
away; but it seems that he had a the- 
ory that so long as he gave a note, 
even if it: was a forged one, he was 
giving a sort of “value received,”’ and 
he persuaded himself this was not steal.

Heavy Farm Implements Blown

A high wind of cyclonic nature which 
lasted five minutes Thursday afternoon 
blew down houses and barns, uprooted 
trees and did freakish things at Fern 
Ridge, St. Louis County, eight miles 
northwest of Clayton.

Residents say the rain 
was the heaviest they ever saw. | 

The wind, after blowing down houses 
and barns all about, did not harm J. J. 
Brown's implement barn, lightly con- 
structed, but instead blew a heavy 
threshing machine, a reaper and a bind- 
er out. These rolled 200 feet to a small 
lake and into jhe water. 

The house and barn owned by Charles 
Stock were picked up bodily and carried 
away. A hay barn owned by Judge 
Pfeister was blown down, and for a 
while the sky was full of hay. 

J. B. Specking’s barn was wrecked by 
the storm, and the debris spread over 


many acres. 
Piles of lumber were lifted from John 


Hevel’s lumber yard and deposited 200 
feet away. 
Almost a Cloudburst. 

The rainfall was phenomenal, accord- 
ing to J. J. Brown, who brought the first 
repoTt of the storm to Clayton Friday. 

“To watch that rainfall was like 


watching a stream from a fire hose,’’ 

said he to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“It was so thick you couldn't see 

through it. While it rained there was a 


solid mass of water. It flooded cellars 
and greatly damaged the houses’ that 


had not been blown away. 

“Half the trees in the central part of 
the village were uprooted, not broken 
off. The wires were blown down. Barns 
and farm implements were carried away 
as neat as you please. 

“The roof of one house was blown 
away, and the owner hasn't found it 
yet,” ; 


The storm seemed to spend its. fury 
in Fern Ridge. When it reached Creve 
Coeur it had subsided somewhat. ‘The 
wind there caused some slight damage 
to wires, but did not blow down any 
houses ‘or barns. 

Hail fell in Creve Coeur for 10 min- 
utes. It was not heavy enough to 
break panes of giass. A heavy rainfall 
and high winds were reported from oth- 
er parts of the county, but no serious 
damage was reported.

When 
ther went out of business they had on 
hand net profits -amounting. to nearly 
$700,000. 

“Didn’t Murray Carleton write a let- 
ter to Brown Bros. in New York boast- 
ing of this fact and didn’t he so admit 
in his deposition incident to my suit? 
“Not long ago I wanted to examine 
the books of the St. Louis Transit Co. 
to see just how much they have on 
hand. The officers refused to grant my 
request, but I forced them with an 
order from court. 

“I discoveed that, according to the 
books, several hundred shares of Tran- 
sit stock were still outstanding. On 
investigation I learned that all of these 
shares except my own had been bought. 
“The trick in thus: juggling the books 
is to show that the Transit Co. still has 
important Habilities on hand.

Will Withdraw From Politics 
and Enter Business or 
Practice Profession,

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 10.—Former 
Gov. Richard Yates, whose senatorial 
aspirations were smothered under the 
Culiom landslide at the recent _pri- 
niaries, is out of politics. He issued the 
following statement late yesterday: 

“Senator Cullom received more votes 
than I did, and my friends and TI ac- 
quiesce in the result. To the 110,000 men 
who cast their votes for me in the face 
of almost certain defeat, I am _ pro- 
foundly grateful, and I convey to them 
my thanks and my earnest hope that at 
some time, in some way, I may be able 
to manifest my gratitude.’’ 


This means that Richard Yates retires 
from the race for United States Senator. 
There is to be no further fight on Sen- 
ator Cullom so far as he is concerned. 
He is out of politics, possibly for good, 
and will devote his future to business or 
the practice of his profession in Spring- 
field. which will remain his home. 

With the factional differences which 
are disturbing some counties at this 
time he has nothing to do, and in con- 
versation with friends impresses it 
strongly upon them that he is not en- 
couraging or backing, or in any way in- 
filUuencing. any faction In any county or 
district fight in this State.

The following communication deals 
with one of the prettiest, delightful, and 
of course, trying and most. difficult 
plays in baseball. It is well worth care- 
ful reading and attention. 

Aug. 8, 1996. 
To the Sport Editor of the Post-Dis- 
ratch. 

Dear Sir: Refernng to that much dis- 


cussed game between tne Highlanders 
and the Ravens Monday, there was one 
palpable sin of omission in that fatal 
ninth inning, which turned probable vic- 
tory into the rout it finally roeulted in, 
which seems to have escaped the notice 
of the baseball writers. 

Eiberfield opened with a hit. Chase 
followed with a single through Niles. 
First and second being occupied, Niles 
played Conroy to bunt and came in. In- 
stead of the ball going to third it went 
directly to‘Jacobson. All runners were 
then forced. Niles should have hustled 
back to third and covered the bag to re- 
ceive Jacobson's assist. Jacobson came 
in fast for the ball and fielded it in 
such a manner so as to be in position 
to throw to third. Had Niles been 
where he was not, the chances are El- 
berfield would have been forced. In- 
stead Niles stood like a post 10 feet from 
the bag and was an interested specta- 
tor of what was going on and forced 
Jacobson to throw to second while out 
of position for that throw and the ball 
consequently went wild. 

Granting that there was no chance to 
catch Elber&eld at third, it was bad 
baseball for Niles not to attempt to cov- 
er the bag and show that he was at 
least playing the game. 

Again, is it good baseball, with one 
run needed to tile, first and second ococu- 
pied, to move out and attempt to get the 
runner going from first to second. and 
permit the runner occupying second to 
go to third unmolested? Sup the 
runner was caught at second. That 
would make but one out. With third oc- 
cupied the chances are all in favor of 
the score a tied. Hence there was 
everything to lose and nothing to gain 
in that play. From Jacobson’s manner 
of flelding the ball I at least give him 
the credit of at first havi in mind the 
proper play to make. Not being as- 
sisted to execute it and the subsequent 
bad throw rattled him and the game 
was lost. 

All this goes to show that McAleer 
must teach all of his men to use their 
wits. When stacked up against a good 
ball team and when the gruelling period 
arrives during the game it is the Ravens 
who suffer through lack of inside oase- 
ball. It is the grit—work such as shown 
by Hemphill in playing for EX\berfield’s 
hit in Monday’s game, the inffeld plays 
of Wallace and the outfield piays of 
Stone—that show the ca/iber of the play- 
er.

PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION. 

Gov. Folk’s suggestion in his Stewartsville speech, 
of a State commission empowered by iaw to reg- 
ulate rates and charges of publie utility companies 
on the basis of a fair return for the actual invest- 
ment, is one of the most important and far-reach- 
ing reform ideas which has been put forth by 
the Governor. His plan, which he says he will rec- 
ommend to the Legislature, is to appiy ‘the Rail- 
road Commission idea to municipal public service 
corporations, with enlarged powers. ‘The Public 
Utility State Commission will be charged with the 
power and the duty to investigate all public util- 
ity corporations, with the view of ascertaining the 
actual amount of money invested in the piants, and 
upon this basis to determine what shall be a fair 
return to the stockholders. 

In this suggestion Gov. Folk applies the principle 
advocated by Senator La Follette with regard to 
railroad rate regulation. Assuming that it will 
bear legal tests and that the State can empower a 
commission not only to fix rates, but to ascertain 
and determine values upon which to _ base 
rates, the law would be far reaching in de- 
priving the owners of public service corpora- 
tions of the spoils of stolen franchises and 
heavily watered capitalization. Assuming that 
the commission would perform its functions with 
‘eye ‘single to the «public interest, the plan would 
accomplish at a stroke most of the ends for which 
the advocates of municipal ownership are striving. 
It would take out of the hands of the franchise 
grabbers and their successors the fruits of bribery 
and stock watering, and would return them to the 
people in the form of reduced charges and rates; 
but it would retain the principle of private owner- 
ship. 

Assuming the points we have mentiqned, this plan 
of arriving at just charges and rates for public 
service is simple, direct, easy. The cities have 
found it extremely difficult to get justice from 
franchise corporations. Their efforts to have the 
rates reduced either by ordinance or by court pro- 
ceedings are opposed by many obstacles and long 
delays. 
cept as the resuft of a prolonged process, is im- 
possible. They must either buy up the public serv- 
ice properties at a greatly enhanced fictitious price, 
or engage in competition at a great cost and risk. 
“The question of the economical and efficient opera- 
tion of street railways in particular and other pub- 
lic utility plants in general under our political sys- 
_ tem is a vexed, unsettled question. It offers risks 
of political bossism, corruption and inefficiency. 

That the object to which the Governor's sugges- 
tion is directed is just will be generally conceded 
by disinterested men. In this city the consolidated 
street railways represent a capitalization over 60 
per cent, not less than $60,000,000, of which is 
“pure water, and therefore plunder. Nearly the 
same proportion of plunder will hold good of every 
other public service corporation in St. Louts. No 
brief is required to demonstrate the outrage of such 
\& situation. The money to make good tais over- 
issue of stock and bonds must be filched from the 
‘pockets of the people, who are dependent upon 
these corporations for the necessaries of light and 
transportation.

In every presidential election from 1876 


tu 1896, except that of 1892, a change of. 
20,000 or less votes from one party ticket. 
to the other might have elected the de- | 


feated candidate. Even in 1892 a shift 


of less than 28,000 votes would have pro- 


duced a similar result. 

The case of the disputed election of 
Haves, when the Electoral Commission 
devided every point by a vote of eight 
for Hayes to seven for Tilden, is very 
simple. The electoral vote was finally 
fixed at 185 for Hayes to 184 for Tilden. 
Aside from the disputed states or South 
Carolina, Florida and Louisiana, whose 
electoral votes were eventually counted 
for Hayes, a change of 538 votes would 
have given Tilden Nevada’s three votes, 
a change of 1403 votes would have giv- 
en him California’s six electoral votes, 
or a change of 3759 votes would have 
given him Ohio’s 22 electors. _ 

The electoral vote in 1880 stood 214 for 
Garfield to 155 for Hancock. Hancock 
lost his election by Tammany’s failure 
to lend him cordial support. Garfield's 
majority over Hancock in New York 
State was only 21,033,%80 that a change 


of 10.517 votes would have placed the 
electoral vote of New York to.the Dem- 


ocratic candidate’s credit and elected 
him. Disregarding New York, which 
was a pivotal State, the combined m1- 
joritics for Garfield in Connecticut, In- 
diana, Maine and Oregon, of which 
staies the electoral votes totaled 31, 
amounted to only 18,837. A change of 
1329 votes in Connecticut, of 1322 in In- 
diana, of 4435 in Maine and 336 in Ore- 
gon, or of 9422 votes in the four states, 
would have elected Hancock. 

In 1884, when 
electoral votes to Blaine’s 182, New 
York was again the pivotal State. It 
went for Cleveland by the narrow ma- 
jority over Blaine of 1149 votes. By 
turning 575 votes to Blaine the Repub- 
licans would have defeated Cleveland.

Connecticut gave Cleveland only 1276 
more votes than Blaine, New Jersey 4358 
and West Virginia 4211. Their electoral 
votes counted 19 in all, enough to de- 
feat Cleveland if 4923 votes had been 
changed in these three states. Again, 
Indiana gave Cleveland a majority of 


€527 over Blaine and 15 electoral votes. 


If 32644 votes had been changed there 
and 639 in Connecticut, or 3903 votes in 
the two states, Blaine would have been 
elected. 

In 1880 New York remained the pivotal 
State. The electoral vote stood 233 for 
Harrison to 1€8 for Cleveland. If one 
more than half of Harrison's majority 
of 13,022 over Cleveland in this State, 
or 6802 votes, had been changed to Cleve- 
land, Harrison would have been de- 
feated for the presidency. Illinois gave 
Harrison 22 electoral votes and Indiana 
15. A change of 11,093 votes in the first 
and of 14,175 in the second, or 12,268 
votes, would have defeated him. 

On the same theory Cleveland would 
have been easily beaten..in 1892, when 
the electoral vote showed the wide dif- 
ference of 277’‘for the Democratic can- 
didate and 145 for the Republican. Cali- 
fornia gave Cleveland only 44 majority 
over Harrison, Indiana 7125, Illinols 26,- 
998, New Jersey 15,074 and Wisconsin 
644. A change of 27.890 votes in these 
five states might have elected Harrison. 

McKinley had a lead of 9% electoral 
yotes over Bryan in 1896. Yet a change 
of 1394 votes from the Republican to the 
Democratic column in California, of 
9092 in Indiana, of 1069 in Oregon, of 142 
in Kentucky, of 1816 in Delaware, 
or 5744 in West Virginia, or 19,247 in the 
six states, would have given Bryan 48 
more electoral votes than he received, 
and would have seated him in the 
White House.

Waiter Fires in Scuffle After

An argument over 15 cents resulted in 
the ‘shooting and probably fatal wound- 
ing of W. B. Williams, a motorman on 
the Delmar division of the United Rail- 
ways Co., by Robert A. Kelly, a waiter 
in Ernest Littrell’s restaurant at 578 
De Baliviere avenue, at 2 a. m.

Williams is said to have placed two 
dimes on the counter and started out, 
Kelly called him back. 

“That’s not enough

“Come 
enough,”’ 
replied. 

Kelly declares he said nothing more, 
but says Williams came back, and, 
grabbing him by the throat, started to 
choke him. Grabbing a revolver from 
behind the counter, Kelly fired, strik- 
ing Williams in the left side of the ab- 
domen. 

Williams was taken to the home of 
Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw and was sent from 
there to St. John’s. Kelly waited for a 
policeman and when the latter arrived 
turned the revolver over to him and 
accompanied him willingly to the sta- 
tion. 

Had Revolver When Hired. 


When seen at his restaurant by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday, Litt- 
rell said: “I hired Kelly at 7 o'clock 
yesterday evening. He had a revoly- 
er in his hip pocket when he went to 
work. I asked if he usually carried 
a revolver and he said he liked to 
have one handy when he was at work. 
He was a quiet young man of about 
23. and I did not notice anything out 
of the ordinary about him when I left 
the restaurant in charge of McIntyre, 
my night man.”

Mrs. Mary Atkins, the wife of a fish- 
erman living in a tent on the bank of 
the Mississippi River in Carondelet, 
@woke at 1.30 a. m. Friday and noticed 
that her 13-months-old baby girl’ was 
not in bed with her. She aroused her 
husband and they began a search for 
the little one, which had been put to 
sleep in bed between father and mother. 

After an hour's search the body of the 
little girl was found in the Mississippi 
River. Mr. and Mrs. Atkins carried the 
little one to Broadway in search of a 
physician. At Broadway they learned 
that the baby was dead and they carried 
it to Brockmeyer’s undertaking estab- 
lishment at 7812 South Broadway. 

The body of the baby was just in the 
edge of the water and the father was 
able to lift it from the water without 
wetting his feet. No marks were on 
the. body except a slight abrasion over 
the right eye. The skin was not broken, 
but the flesh was discolored as if by a 
blow or a fall. 

Atkins is 30 years old and his wife 
fs 34. Tha baby, named Hazel, was 
‘their only chil@. Until two days ago 
‘Atkins had camped on the Mississippi 
about a mile below the mouth of the 
River Des Peres. Tuesday he moved to 
the site of the old Vulcan Iron Works, 
Where the Des Peres empties into the 
‘Mississippi. The tent was pitched about 
100 feet from the Mississippi and per- 
haps 15 feet higher than the water.

SCORCHING BEYOND LIMIT 





Touring Car Runs Down Two 
Young Women on Crowded 
Street,

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Two chauf- 
feurs were killed and two injured when 
a new racing car plunged into a loaded 
farm wagon on Hhompson avenue, near 
the Winfield crossing of the Long Is- 
land Railroad in Queensboro, just be- 
fore midnight last night. The car is 
said to have been traveling at not less 
than 50 miles an hour. Two other men 
in the auto escaped ,injury. The driver 
of the farm wagon was also uninjured, 
as he leaped before the crash came. 

The men killed are William Waller 
and Harry Woodcock; the injured men 
‘are Frederick Wressenburg and Wil- 
liam Brown. Wressenburg has contu- 
sions of the back and Brown suffers 
from lacerations of the face, and has a 
badly sprained left wrist. 

The car, a new one, was being tested 
by Brown. The others: went along 10 
witness the test. 

The automobile was speeding toward 
Jamaica, and those who saw it before 
the crash say that seldom has anything 
gone along the road as fast as it did. 

Apparently Chauffeur Brown saw the 
wason just too late. He swerved and 
avoided running into both horses, but 
took the feet fram under one of them 
and crashed into the body of the heavy 
wagon. The blow smashed the wagon, 
scattering the garden produce all over 
the ground for a hundred feet. 

Wressenburg and Waller were hurled 
through the air and both landed . on 
their heads. Their skulls were crushed. 
Wressenburg was dead when picked up. 
Waller was still alive and an automo- 
bile took him to St. John’s Hospital. 
The car soon reached the hospital, but 
Waller was dead. He is said to have 
been married within a few weeks. 


Other Auto Victories. 


Francis A. Davis’ big touring car, on 
its way through the country from Bal- 
timore to Maine, ran over two. girls 
crossing Broadway, at ‘Thirty-eighth 
street, yesterday afternoon and excit- 
ed that thoroughfare. The victims were 
Miss Grace Hynes, a stenographer, who 
may die, and Miss Margaret Bellwood 
of Hackensack, a servant, at the em- 
ployes’ entrance of the Victoria Hotel. 


The screams of the terribly injured 
girls and the congestion of cars, trucks 
and autos at the busy corner brought 
a tremendous crowd from all directions. 
The police were unable to handle it and 
it was with difficulty that the volun- 
teers could make room enough for their 
work of extricating one of the injured 
girls from beneath the wheels of the 
big motor car. 

Davis, who was his own chauffeur, 
had tried to avoid a car and dodge the 
‘truck at the same time. He was pock- 
eted and his machine rendered unman- 
ageable by the slippery pavement, when 
the truck turned sharply and went west 
orm Thirty- eighth street. 

With him in the car was his wife, 
and no sooner had they reached the 
West Thirtieth Street Station than two 
handsome young women appeared, hav- 
ing just heard at their hotel of the ac- 
cident. They were Mr. Davis’ daugh- 
ters, who started with their parents 
lust Saturday night from Baltimore on 

a touring trip, which was to end in 
Maine. Stops, were made at Atlantic 
City ang Asbury Park, and when the 
ear got to New York yesterday morn- 
ing, the Misses Davis went to a hotel, 
which they made their headquarters for 
shopping trips. Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
had started up Broadway for Yonkers, 
where they intended to spend the night 
with a married daughter. 

Mr. Davis spent two hours.in a cell 
at the police station, charged with 
felonious assault. Magistrate Whitman 
atcepted $5000 bail. When he was re- 
leased from his cell he said he was not 
nervous and prepared to take his fam- 
ily party in the auto up to Yonkers. 
Mrs. Davis went with him, but the 
daughters made the journey by train. 


Collision With Policeman. 


Mounted policeman James F. Smith of 
the Highbridge Station, called on the 
chauffeur of a speeding autmobile to 
stop in Jerome avenue, near Burnside 
avenue, at 1:30 o'clock this morning. 
The automobile was running at a ter- 
rific speed. Instantly it swerved and 
struck the policeman and his horse and 
bowled them over. 

The chauffeur attempted to swing the 
machine in the other direction. It ran 
over the horse and policemen into an 
iron electric light pole and was wrecked. 
its three occupants, two young women, 
being in the rear seat, were thrown be- 
yond the pole and lay unconscious.

Reconsideration. 


Mrs. Malinda Campbell. 70 vears old, 
wept bitterly Friday as she told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter how she had lost the 
position of janitress of the Irving School! 
in Alton after 32 yvearsa of continuous 
service. She expressed the hope that the 
Schoo! Boird would reconsider its action 
and would again reappoint her. 

“No fault has ever been found with 
my work,” she said, “I have been faith- 
ful and my husband has helped me. He 
has done the heavy work and I have 
swept and scrubbed. I know that I am 
old, but so long as I do the work prop- 
erly T can't see that my age makes 
anv datfference. 

“T have not given up the keys yet and 
I will rot surrender them until I am 
certain that I can’t have the fob again, 
Last SBiturday I called on Mr. Chalk, 
a member of the School Board, who has 
charge of the buildings. I wanted to get 
an order for a new nozzle ‘for the hose 
we use in sprink'ing the lawn at the 
school. He told me that the board 
would meet Tuesday and would name 
the janitors. 

"Tl suppose that I will get my old 
place,’ I siid, not thinking that there 
could be any doubt about it, for I have 
always done the work well. To my sur- 
prise, Mr. Chalk said, ‘I'm afraid not. I 
want a man as janitor there. so I ean 
have the work done the way I want it.’ 

“T heard nothing more about the mat- 
ter until I read in the napers that the 
board had named James Francis in my 
place, He came to my home and wanted 
the keys to the school, but I refused to 
give them ae shall ask the School 
Board to reconsider its action.” 

The position of janitress pays $48 a 
month and this has been the sole means 
of support of Mr. and Mrs. Campbell.

George Rafferty, While. Intoxi- 
‘cated, Issues Checks Which 
Prove Worthless. 








DISOWNED BY FATHER 





Message Asking for Relief Cold- 
ly Received by Relatives 
in Pittsburg. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—George B. 
Rafferty, son of Gilbert. T. Rafferty, 
the ‘‘coke king’’ of Pittsburg, whose 
wife recently sued her father-in-law for 
$500,000 for alienating his affections, is 
locked up in the Police Station charged 
with obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, 

Specifically, Rafferty is accused of 
passing two checks, one for $10 and one 
for $, on A. C. Appler and Joseph 
Waddell of this city, both of which 
transactions he freely admits. Neither 
of the men who cashed the checks is 
said to insist on prosecuting Rafferty. 
All that they demand, according to the 
statements of the police, is that the 
checks be made good. ‘But Rafferty, 
although the son of a man reputed to 
be worth $20,000,000, is compelleg to re- 
main behind the bars because he can- 
not raise $15. 

Arrested yesterday at Fort Meyer, 
where he had been spending a week 
with former comrades of Troop G, Thir- 
teenth Cavalry, Rafferty has thus far 
sought in vain for someone who would 
swing back the iron doors either by 
signing ,.a bail bond or taking up the 


| worthless checks he issued. He wil] be 


arraigned in Police Court today. 
When informed by the detectives that 
if ihe matter got before the grand jury 
and he was forced to trial a possible 
Penitentiary sentence. stared him in the 
face, Rafferty broke down and wept. 
Passed Checks While Drunk. 


“It would be awful to spend a year 
in prison for passing $15 worth of 
checks when I was drunk,’ said he, 
but with the true picturesqueness ol 
Pittsburg millionaires who attain no- 
toriety through marital troubles or 
other troubles, Rafferty does not be- 
lieve that he is in a predicament that 
will have as a sequel a prison sentence. 
He has confidence that his father will 
come to his rescue. 


No sooner had he been arrested 
than he dispatched a telegram to his 
father requesting that his. brother, 
Oliver, he sent to Washington to ex- 
tricate him from some trouble. He 
received a reply from Oliver today, 
saying: 

“Am sorry you are in trouble. Fa- 
ther wants to know more about it 
before he will do anything.” 

A message was sent through the 
Police Inspector apprising rafferty 
S-. that his son was under arrest, 
George Rafferty expects his brothei 
Oliver, in Washington some time dur- 
ing today. 

Relating the events leading 
his arrest Mr. Rafferty said 
nignt: 

‘The mill in Pittsburg belonging to 
my cousin, where 1 work, was closed 
down about a month ago and I went 
down to New York. ‘There I got to 
drinking, and about a week ago I de- 
cided to come to Washington and 
visit some of the boys of Troup G, 
with whom I served three years. I 
was drinking pretty hard and when 
my funds ran low I _ passed_ these 
checks, intending to telegraph my 
father to deposit the money in the 
bank against them. But you know 
how it is when you are drinking—you 
never do what vou ought to. Then I 
decided to go back to Pittsburg and 
get the money to make the checks 
good, but I did not even do that. 

“Do 1 know Harry Thaw?” he said. 
“Why, I have known him all my life. 
His family lived only about a quar- 
ter of a mile from where we lived in 
Pittsburg. When I was in New York 
the other day my brother and I were 
thinking of going up to see him, but 
we decided not to, for the reporters 
would have found out about it and 
written us up, and now I am behind 
about as substantial bars as Harry.’ 

George B. Rafferty first sprang into 
public notice by the rapidity of his 
courtship and wedding to Delorah 
McIntyre, a pretty photographer, 
much his senior. The young man was 
20 years old then and his father cast 
him out.
